The salaries nf all grade teachers 


shall be hereafter regulated accord- 
ing to the following schedule: 


First year not less than $35 nor 


more than $40 per month. 


Second year not ICSB than $38 nor 


more than $42 per month. 


Third year not less than $40 nor 


more than $45 per month. 
Fourth year not less than $45 nor 


more than $50 -per month. 


Fifth year not less than $50 nor 


more than $50 per month. 


Teachers may be advanced 
from 
year to year until the maximum limit 
Is reached l>ut all advancements must 
depend upon success achieved as well 
as length of time taught.

T(-RY OF THE CITY. 


HIS- 


Laid Out According to the Spanish 


Idea. It Seems Strange to Western 
Eyes—Fvetcntious Public Buildings 
Are Not Lacking. 


(Spocial Corrcsponik'iict1.) 


In the cities of the far oast none 


seems complete without Its enclosed 
art-a within the walls of which Is har- 
bored a record of Its romantic and 
dramtlc history. 
Within the narrow 


con lines of the walls of Mnnllit there 
exists the burning chronicle of events 
of over 3UO years, and the actual flavor 
of a dormant, lazy, tropical city. The 
. approaches to the pates teem with 
musty smells which arise from the 
moat, many of. which scvm to emanate 
from the very stones that form these 
ancient walls. 
Once Inside, one Is 


greeted with all the pungent odors 
that characterize the stuffy portions of 
tropical cities, and the funds prepared 
and relished by the Inhabitants of 
such localities. 


Here the 
wild-eyed 
pickaninnies, 


with parents too poor or too careless 
for the proper provision of even the 
conventional G 
string, tumble over 


themselves In their attempt to evado 
the hoofs of a 'prancing caballo; tlio 
^rlch and the poor of almost every na- 
tionality live, each In his own charac- 
teristic way, oblivious of the presence 
of his nearest neighbor. 
In this por- 


tion of the city there are boarding 
houses which cater to Americans ex- 
clusively, the Spaniards and rich na- 
tives, as a rule, having their own 
homes and owning the houses In which 
they live. 


The city was laid out according to 


the Spanish Idea, and the hulldlngd am 
entirely of Spanish or Moorish de 
sign, while the Interiors of the houses 
arc similar to both the French and tho 
Spanish In construction. They arc all 
built with courtyards 
In which nra 


kept the horses, carriages, chickens, 
do'gs and nearly every species of the 
animal kingdom. 


The houses are two stories In height, 


the second story extending out somo 
three feet over the sidewalk, thus af- 
fording the pedestrian protection from 
the drenching rains. The windows on 
the ground floor are protected with 
large Iron gratings, which 
protrude 


considerably from the walls of tht 
building. 
It Is here where the seno- 


rltas recline during the early hours ol 
the 
evening. 
Inhaling 
refreshing 


breeze*, darting piercing glances an<! 
flirting with the dusky-colored swains 


It Is no uncommon sight. In passing 


through 
these 
quaint old Spanish 


streets In the late afternoon, .to see 
any number of fair Spanish mestizo 
dames leaning out through these grat- 
ings, their large, blr.ck eyes, oval' 
shaped faces and glossy, black hair, 
•with a dash of color In their costumes 
forming pictures for an artist's brush 


Calle Heal Is the principal business 


street In the walled city, but Calle Pal' 
•clo contains most of the public build' 
Ings. On this street Is tho Audlencln 
or court building; Provoste. or city 
hall; I'otcntlana. or the military pay 
master's building: Army and Navy 
Club, the Elks' Hall, the Church of tho 
SL Augustln Friars, and the Santa 
"Vsabel College, the latter being a con- 
rent for young ladles and girls, a larye 
percentage of whom aru pure Castil- 
lans. 


Fort Santiago, an artillery garrison, 


which Is the headquarters of the poi't 
ot Manila, and the Quartel Kspana. an 
Infantry garrison, are situated In tho 
walled city, and stand In grim contrast 
to the lazy, peaceful existence prevail- 
ing within the .walls. Dungeons galoro 
exist In this district. 
Parian and Pos- 


tlgo prisons are veritable dungeons, 
and the wall Itself Is linen with them, 
but Fort Santiago contains some of 
the worst, where were practically en- 
tombed alive victims of Spanish tyr- 
anny. 


There are many moss-covered ruins 


In old Manila, most of whicn are tuu 
result of the terrible earthquake of 
1880. in which many of the residents 
lost their lives. 
These ruins are a 


dormant part of Intramuros and smack 
of Its general waste and decay. 
No 


babies Into tho cathedral to bo bap- 
tized. 


Tho nntlro will scl/c ovory ghost of 


an excuse for ;i holiday, and nicnmlcr

Hazards feed upon all kinds of lns-et«, 
anil, to a largo exti-nt. are prnliably 
tho cause of tho scarcity of Hit s and 
other InscctB. 


No screens of any kind are found In 


any of the houses, and Manllnius con- 
sequently enjoy n luxury In the ab- 


Insular Building. 


senco of flies and other Insects seldom 
afforded those living In tropical coun- 
tries. 


The old walls on the north alonp the 


1'asln river are to be torn down, and 
docks are to be built alonj: the wiiur 
front, where boats can unload tlKjIr 
cargoes, which will be a decided im- 
provement in this iKirtion ot the city, j j,,..,,!
